Washington, Dec. 3.—Estimates of 
m o r e than $13,500,000.000—the grreat- 
est 
in the 
nation's histoiy—for 
the 
conduct of the government and prose- 
cution of war during the fiscal year 
1919 were submitted to congress today 
by the treasury 
department. 


In round figures more than $1 1.000,- 
000,000 of that vast sum is for the war 
alone. 
Only part of it will be realized 
f r o m 
taxation; 
the 
remainder 
will 
come from issues of liberty bonds. 


Deducting an item of $153,000.000 
intended as an annual 
appropriation 
toward a sinking fund 
for 
the 
dis- 
charge of the old public debt and some 
$330,000,000 v.'hioh will be turned back 
to the treasury from postal revenues, 
the estimated sum for which congress 
actually is expected to appropriate is 
$1 3.018.725,595. 
No previous estijnate 
ever has exceeded two billions.

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DAY'S WAR SUMMARY. 


(By The Associated Press.) 


General Byng is regaining bit by bit 
the ground won by the Germans at so 
heavy a cost last Friday in the Cam- 
brai battle field, which is now char- 
acterized as the heaviest stroke ever 
delivered on the British by the Ger- 
m a n armies except in the case of the 
first battle of Ypres. 
The front on the 
northerly side of the Cambrai .salient 
having remained virtually intact under 
the German impact, it Is in the region 
to the southwest of Cambrai that the 
British have been centering their ef- 
forts in the rectification proces.s. 
Last 
night they pressed their way east to the 
edge of Vlllieres-Gauslain. wiping out 
much of the German gain in the sector 
moat deeply penetrated by the drive. 
They also made good their hold on the 
village of La Vacquerie on this front, 
having repelled a series of attacks. 


To the north a portion of a position 
on the high ground southwest of Bour- 
lon village, which had been temporarily 
r«]lnqtiiflhed by the British, has been 
reoccupled by them as th« result of last 
niirhi'c operations.

Amsterdam, Dec. 3.—Ben von

Marshal von Hindenburg, is quoted by 
a correspondent of the Vienna Xieue 
Frie Presse as making the prediction 
recently at German headquarters that 
the war will not end in a draw, but 
decided in favor of the central pow- 
ers. 


The correspondent says the Vienna 
dispatch obtained this expression from 
von Ludendorff during a visit to head- 
quarters, where he also talked 
with 
von 
Hindenburg. 
"it 
appears 
tlie 
Russians are tiie first to be inclined 
for peace." Gen. von LurtendorfC said. 
•'I will not say that 1 regard the Bol- 
sheviki manifestation as a peace offer," 
he continued. 
"There must be a se- 
cure government for this purpose, one 
which possesses power to enforce in- 
ternally and externally the results of 
the 
negotiations. 


Of course we can conclude an armistice 
with Russia at any time as soon as we 
have the assurance that it will be main- 
tained. 
A general armistice, 
however, 
will be difficult to achieve. 


Gen. von Ludendorff cxpessed 
belief 
that a general armistii-e would interrupt 
submarine activity and allow the entente 
to improve its position while on the other 
hand no supplies would reach the central 
powers. 
Therefore, he thought such an 
armistice shcmld be a brief one, as other- 
wise the military situation would sufTer. 


(Jen. von 
Ludendorff 
considered the 
Russian revolution not a mere piece of 
luck for the central powers, but a natural 
re.suIt of the war operations. 


"Modern war," said the fieneral. "is a 
war of peoples, not of armies, and a war 
ends now when an enemy people rs de- 
feated. 
There are no decisive battles as 
in former years. The battles have an in- 
direct effect on the whole national sys- 
tem. including decay and collapse." 


The correspondent says he Kot the 
impression 
that 
Field 
Marshal

Hindenburg and General von Luden- 
dorff desire a peace which will create 
conditions of security and .stability as 
far as possible and which will bring 
secure frontier 
and free economic ac- 
tivity on land and sea.

Abbott 
and 
other 
speakers 
declared 
the 
aims 
of 
the 
organization are similar to those of 
the Bolsheviki in Russia. 


"Although the members of the I. W. 
W., and the groups of anarchists in 
the United States are mostly in jail," 
Abbott said in his organization speech, 
"yet for the first time In th§ histor>' of 
the world a body holding the same 
principles have gained control of 
a 
great country." 
He declared that the 
Russian revolution is an international 
affair and that it is probable its ideals 
will spread over all the world. 


In 
speaking 
of 
an 
organization 
known as the Frieds of Russia in New 
York, whose aim was the establish- 
ment of democracy in Russia, he de- 
clared that now Russia is free there 
should 
be a Friends of America 
in 
Russia to return the compliment. 


Hippolyte Havel, editor of the "So- 
cial War." an anarchist paper publish- 
ed in Chicago, asserted that anarchists 
and members of the I, W. W., are not 
pacifists, but are fighters engaged in a 
war on society.

FOR A LONG SESSION. 


The second session of the Sixty-fifth con- 
gress that assembled today begins its work 
with the prospect that it will be one of the 
longest sittings on record. 
The session that 
adjourned in Octobcr was an extra convoca- 
tion of that body and while its labors were 
prolonged farther into the autumn than the 
long first session of the Sixty-fourth congress, 
it had been brought together only in the early 
part of April. 


The session just beginning promises to be 
historic for the part it must play in the na- 
tion's war. 
There are many great things to 
be done and perliaps it will write in the record 
of its performances some things not now 
thought of and possibly wholly Vvithout prece- 
dent. The war is forcing this government and 
the governments of otlier belligerents to alter 
their democracies, to develop new principles 
and to attempt ftinctions that are radically 
different if not radical intrijisically. Already 
Vi'e have seen in this country how these things 
must go. Federal administration of the food 
and fuel industries aiid interests mark two 
new steps into unexplored fields of federalism. 
Already there is more than an academic dis- 
cussion-Df nationalized railroads and nation- 
alized mines. The present session of congress 
may witness tiie coming about of these mat- 
ters-'primarily as measures of war. 


The program at this time foremost in the 
provisions congress must make for the war is 
financial. 
There has been a total of appropria- 
tions for that purpose of about twenty-one 
billions. That has been asserted to be enough 
to carry the government until about the end 
D^ the present fiscal year, terminating in June. 
Enormous sums will be required to finance the 
undertakings of this government and its allies 
and the total for war may be carried to fifty 
billions when this congress has completed its 
work. No one can say what financial obliga- 
tions anS'biirdens this countr ymay be forced 
to assunie as the war progresses, for no one 
can say i^hat new crises will be developed or 
what new military measures calling for vast 
expenditure not now contemplated or even 
thought;<)f may be disclosed in the constantly 
unfolding train of necessities the mighty con- 
flict brings to all belligerents. Whatever may 
be needed congress must supply. 


There seems to be no doubt of the spirit of 
congress for its work of this session. 
There 
may be some friction as to details, but the 
word is that there is readiness to enact what- 
ever le^slation may be necessary to advance 
the national cause in the war most rapidly 
and effectively. The country is now actually 
engaged in tiie war. 
Its soldiers are on the 
battle fronts and fighting. Tliere will be no 
reluctance on the part of congress to back the 
nation's fighting men with every resource the 
nation is able to command. 
There will be 
little partisan play, we believe, and small 
toleration 
of 
that. 
Congress 
knows 
the 
stupendousness and the import of the crisis 
the country faces and will not be slow or un- 
ready to help to meet it. 


tracks reach out into the place where they 
were supposed to go and cord up space quite 
so fast as the American engineers made them. 
That was doing something, to be sure, but it 
was not all that was done, any more than the 
mere doing of it was all there was to do. 


On the other side of No Man's Land there 
are Germans—legions of them. They are the 
fighting Germans equipped with big cannon 
and machine guns in many a crowded nest. 
The American engineers had to face the foe 
just as the British had to face him, but with 
the difference that while British could keep 
up their spirits for the job by shooting and 
charging and blowing up and hammering 
down and in general making the mingled din 
of battle, the Americans were confined to 
scraping and grading and tamping ties and 
all the while spurred on by that not wholly 
heroic and inspiring battle cry, ''Joint ahead! 
Spike 'er down!" That is nowise so inspirit- 
ing as ''Charge, Chester, charge! 
On, Stan- 
ley, on!" 
Quite a lot different, as you may 
concede, but it made, nevertheless,^no differ- 
ence to the American engineers, who kept 
right on jointing head and spiking 'er down, 
just as though they were laying track across 
the peaceful prairies of Kansas and not over 
the trench-seamed and shell-pitted wastes of 
France under the withering hell-blasts of war. 


The American engineers have been perform- 
ing with great valor and fine heroism. 
That 
they are non-combatants detracts nothing 
from the glory o ftheir achievement. Adds to 
it, rather, most will say, for the man who gets 
his spirit up for fighting wants just that and 
nothing else; whereas, the 
non-combatant 
must keep his head cool, his wits sharp and 
his courage up under circumstances of great 
trial and discouragement. 


The American engineers have stood the fire 
test and have been proved. 
They are of the 
sort of which the American armies are made 
up, and 
give token that altogether 
those 
Americans already over there and yet to go 
will do their part and do it well. 
Never at 
any time has there been doubt of that or rea- 
son for doubt. The annals of American arms 
are pages of no mean luster. There is plent.y 
of fight in the blood of the republic's sons and 
plenty of heroism for every duty and situa- 
tion, All of that is a more or less old story. 
The American engineers in France have done 
nothing surprising. 
But their fine perform- 
ances make new traditions that their coun- 
trymen will not fail throughout to emulate 
and cherish.

The Red Cross Christmas seals now on sale 
throughout the United'^States are not an idle 
device for raising money. They have at once 
a perfect significance and a distinct value. No 
other way could have been found by which to 
realize praetically the whole of the proceeds 
of a sale for a benevolent pi(i']iose. The cost 
of the seals is an almost infinitosimal ¡>art of 
the price for Avhich each is s<»ld. 
There is 
jilmost no expense involved in tlic distribvition 
and sale of them. 
The proceeds of the sales 
liccome, therefore, almost net proceeds. That, 
is one superior advantage of the sale of "iha 
seals. There is very little of the labor devoted 
to the Christmas seal campaigns throughout 
the country that is not volunteered and so 
had at no cost whatever. 


The value of the seals themselves lies in t)ic 
fact that the attention of' many millions of 
people who may not be purchasers (>£ seals or 
directly interested in the war'on the white 
plague have their attention drawn repeatedly 
and strikingly to this battle of humanity 
against the worst of all its scourges. 
Every 
hand through which a letter or package or 
card bearing one of these Christmas seals 
passes means som? one Avhose attention has 
been called to the work of life-saving. Each 
year more and more of these seals go back 
and forth across the country carrying their 
messages of humanity. The psychology effect 
of this must be enormous. 
Such a vast' pub- 
licity for an idea cannot be without affirma- 
tive consequences. 


No method of raising money and gaining 
public attention on a scale so broad could sur- 
pass the plan now for several years employed 
with signal success. The Red Cross seals both 
express the idea and gain the material result 
at almost no cost. 
In buying Red Cross 
Christmas seals your investment is almost net 
gain to the cause.

Diffh'ulty of D.veiiig Paper Fabrics. 


The increased use of paper fabrics, 
says the Wollen-Gawerbe, has caused 
special attention to be devoted to the 
pdoblem of dyeing them. 
At the pres- 
ent timo the dyes used for cotton are 
also used for paper fabrics, which are 
mainly dyed in the piece. 
The efforts 
oC the dyer are directed chiefly to find- 
ing dyes which resist water. 
The tex- 
tiles are dyed in the same manner as 
cotton goods—in the piece. 
So far are 
l^enetration of the materials by the dye 
has not been attempted, nor is it yet 
possible in the dyeing of the yarn.s. If, 
however, paper fabrics are employed 
to a large e.xtent for clothing, a com- 
plete penetration of the fabric by the 
dye will be necessary, as otherwise ah 
undesirable "shininess" will soon ap- 
pear on those parts of the garments, 
which 
are exposed 
to friction. 
It 
would, therefore, undoubtedly be nec- 
essary to dye the paper in pulp before 
spinning. 
For this purpose it will be 
necessary to use water-resisting dyes 
in order that there may be no diffi- 
culties in carrying out the process of 
spinning, which, as is we'll known, is 
a Avet process. 


Selflsluiess of "Food KxcursionJsts." 


The recent order of the military au- 
thorities directed against the food ex- 
cursionists has given rise to much agi- 
tation in 
Berlin. 
A 
writer in the 
Lokal-Anzeiger points out that a dis- 
tinction should be made between tlie 
hard-pressed, anxious housewife, who 
goes to seek food to help her over the 
next week, and the familie.s who hunt 
food for sport, and buy up large quan- 
tities. 
The former do not mean any 
great danger to the community, apart 
from the fact that they often return 
with empty pockets, unable to com- 
pete with the other class. 
The latter 
have been carrying on 
their 
selfish 
work since the war began, and care 
little how their stores may be wasted. 
Against these the most drastic meas- 
ures are none too drastic, but if they 
could 
effectively 
be 
reached 
and 
brought to reason 
one 
might close 
one's eyes to the transgressions of the 
driven housewife 
and 
the anxious 
father. 
The same journal points out 
that these reprehensible excursions are 
but the inevitable result of the ineffi- 
ciency of the official organization. The 
food is, after all, there it ought not to 
be left to private initiative to pro- 
cure it. 


Clothing Made of Paper. 


It has not yet been found possible, 
says Das Deutsche Wollen-Gewerbe, to 
make paper textile fabrics sufficiently 
supple for extensive use in the cloth- 
ing industry. 
The difficulty consists 
in making the textiles supple 
with- 
out-correspondingly diminishing their 
tenacitj-. 
Alkaline substances which 
give good results in regard to plia- 
bility unfortunately affect the tenacity 
of the paper yarns in an unsatisfac- 
tory manner. 


Failure of Germnit Vefi;etable Crop. 


An account of the situation of the 
vegetable supply In Germany is given 
in the Deutsche Tageszeitung. 
The 
paper says: 


"The reports on this year's vege- 
table crop are for the most part quite 
hopeless, and one need not wonder if 
prices remain high. In the south and 
west of Germany a favoral»le condi-. 
•tion oC^tlitiiia is 


but in the chief producing districts in 
north, east and middle Germany the 
prospect is very melancholy. Probably 
the worst reports are from Mecklen- 
burg and 
Pomerania, where 
almost 
the majority of the cultivation con- 
tracts can not be carried out, or at 
least can 
be carried 
out to only a 
Small extent. 
In 
certain parts 
of 
Silesia 
and 
Brandenburg, 
v.'here 
whei-e thunderstorms occurred at the 
right time, a , mediimi harvest 
may 
perhaps be obtained." 


Restrictions on Milling. 


The Schlesische Zeitung, of Breslau, 
states that mills and other establish- 
ments, rim on a commercial basis, must 
mill the corn which is supplied to them 
by the Imperial Cîrain office or the 
communal union in which 
they 
are 
situated. 
They are reauired to store 
and look after the corn assigned to 
them and the products therefrom, and 
must deliver all products, 
including 
offal. This order has been extended to 
home-ml'.led 
flour. 
Accordingly 
es- 
tablishments 
,must 
retain 
nothing, 
neither bran nor waste; rt is also pro- 
hibited to come to an agreement with 
regard to waste of flour with a cus- 
tomer and to retain the surplus, if any. 
The same applies to the 
customer. 
Transgressions will be punished. 


Bremen's Milk Supply Short. 


The milk supply grows worse. 
The 
Bremer Burger-Zeitung announces that 
owing to the steady decrease in the 
supply of skim and butter milk to Bre- 
men even households of two to four 
persons can now receive only one de- 
livery of 1 % liters per week. 


liigg Ratioiis ill Breslau. 


The Schlesische Zeitung 
publishes 
an official communication 
from 
the 
municipal 
distributing 
office 
which 
states that the supply of eggs in Bres- 
lau has been so poor that In future 
only one egg per month can be sup- 
plied to the inhabitants. 


Muddle of the Food >I»rket. 


The Leipziger Volkszeitung, a minor- 
ity socialistic organ, contains a lead- 
ing article on the "Muddle of the food 
market." 
It describes the situation 
created by the fact that the maximum 
prices fixed by the state have in many 
cases not been respected, and 
that 
municipalities and large industrial con- 
cerns have bought up food to an ex- 
tent which renders the supply of the 
community highly precai-ious. The pa- 
per says: 


"A comparatively small part of the 
population is well and even superflous- 
ly supplied. 
The broad masses of the 
people, on the othe. hand, will not be 
in a position 
during 
the 
next 
few 
months to satisfy their most urgent 
needs. Special measures are necessary 
if grave feeding difficulties are to be 
prevented, at least in some degree. 
It 
will have to be decided whether a gen- 
eral requisition of all foodstuffs shall 
be resorted to in order that, in the first 
place, an idea may be arrived at as to 
how great the total quantity available 
really is, after which as equal a dis- 
tribution as possible should be pro- 
ceeded with. 
Of course, 
the 
whole 
community ought not to be punished 
because some have exceeded the legiti- 
mate maximum prices." 


Unfair Distribution of Fuel. 


The 
Leipziger 
Volkszeltung 
an- 
nounces that the amount of fuel as- 
signed to Leipzig by the imperial com- 
missary will no longer permit of de- 
liveries to consumers of amounts up to 
40 ctr. (hundredweights). 
If the most 
pressing requirements of every house- 
hold, it says, are to be covered, deliv- 
ery can take place only 
in 
small 
amounts one after the other. 
As far 
as can be judged at the present time 
the satisfying of really urgent needs 
appears assumed. 
But 
as 
consign- 
ments up to 40 ctr. to some households 
prejudices supplies to others, deliveries 
up to 50 ctr. only will be henceforth 
permitted. Any person having already 
received on a principal coal card 20 
ctr. or more of fuel will "oe excluded 
from distribution until further notice. 
In the spring, aaya the Volkaxeitung, 
40 ctr. ot coal waa allowed. Thus aome

ities have taken half a year to dis- 
cover that this method of distribution 
was prejudicing some households. And 
this is called "equitable distribution of 
fuel!" 


BOND SPECULATION. 


(.Vow York World.) 


The prevailing diverpenoe of over 1 per 
cent between the market prices of the 4 
per cent Liberty bonds in favor of 
the latter is attrarting a more or less 
my.stifying attention amon{? the millions 
of holders of either issue. The fact that 
tlie 4 per cents will be nearly double the 
volume of the earlier is-^ue mav accouj^t 
for some of this divergence in their fall 
below 98. But the important explanation 
is tliat the 43 are exempt from taxation 
only in connection with small incomes, 
Twhile the ^'/js arc entirely exempt from 
'all nirront taxation both as to interest 
and prinripal and by states or the na- 
tion. 


This immunity creates a privilege for 
the 3V;,s which is likely to gain in market 
value as time f^oes on. 
It makes them 
e.'ipeciallj attractive to people of large in- 
comes, to estates and trust funds and to 
fiduciary institutions generally. 
As no 
time limit attaches to their privilege of 
ronver.<!ion into either the present 4 per 
cents or any future issue of war bonds at 
a liifrhcr rate, there is the added induce- 
ment for holders of .«mall incomes to 
forego any higher interest rate from 
conversion and hang on to them as a 
.speculation in the strong chance that 
much better than par can be had for 
them later on. 


The 4s will be able to give a plenty 
good enough account of themselves even 
tliough they may suffer some in the early 
processes of market digestion. 
But the 
small hokler of Sy^s has the right and 
may be well advised to consider the specu- 
lative possibilities and hang on.

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Federal Administrator Will 
Set Some Examples, It 
is Reported. 


(Special Dispatch from Our Wash- 
Ingrton Bureau.) 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 26.—Fooö 
' Administrator Hoover is getting ready 
to swing his "big stick." 


The first blow probably will fall 
within ten days, when at least four 
lines of proaecution will be opened 
against violators of fooo regulations. 


One line of 
prosecution 
will be 
against large retail dealers who have 
made temporary shortages of siigar 
and salt an excuse to force sales of 
other commodities. Some dealers have 
required customers to purchase 50 
cents worth of other goods, or one dol- 
lars worth of other stuff to get four 
pounds. 


Hoover has ruled that dealers may 
require but one combination purchase 
—that they may require purchase of 
two pounds 
of corn meal 
for each 
pound of sugar. 
Any other require- 
ment of 
combination 
purchases Is 
strictly outside Hoover's regulations. 


The second class of prosecutions will 
be of dealers 
charging 
exorbitant 
prices .dimply because a shortage en- 
ables them to collect more. 


Sugar, for instance, 
is regulated 
through its entire coui'se from pro- 
ducer to retailer, the price range being 
definitely fixed. These regulated prices 
place sugar in the hands of retailers 
at a figure that should enable it to 
reach the consumer—with 
a 
fair 
profit to the retailer—at between 9 
and 10 cents a pound. 
Many dealers, 
evidently believing Hoover does not 
mean what he says, 
have 
boosted 
pi-ices to 2 1 ^ , 15 and even 20 cents. 


"Where dealers who have required 
illegal "fcombination purchases, or who 
have boosted prices, are licensed, they 
can be dealt with directly. If Hoover 
revokes their 
licenses, 
they cannot 
continue in business. 
Some of the 
worst offenders are "chain store" con- 
cerns. 


One of these concerns may be made 
the first example. 


Violatoi-s not licensed will be reach- 
ed through their sources of supply, 
wholesalers and jobbers being order- 
ed to refuse them further supplies. 


The third class of prosecutions will 


j be of individuals hoarding foodstuffs 
I in excess of their normal needs, and 
the fourth class 
will 
be of persons 
found guilty 
of 
wasteful handling. 
The food 
law 
makes 
it unlawful 
"knowingly to waste or willfully to 
permit preventable deterioration" of 
foodstuffs. 
Several cases of- this na- 
ture have been discovered, seemingly 
fostered by pro-Germans, and these 
cases are to be pushed to the limit. 


Permission to require purchases of 
corn meal with sugar may be revoked, 
and all combination purchases abso- 
lutely forbidden. 
The desire to get 
more general use of corn prompted 
this one exception, but it appears that 
even one exception makes the whole 
rule ineffective. 
Great Britain 
flatly 
forbids combination purchase require- 
ments. 


Consumers should report to their 
state administrators all violations of 
regulations, and be ready to stand be- 
hind their reports as prosecuting wit- 
nesses.

Washington, Dec. 3.—A war budgret 
of more than eleven billion dollars to 
pay army and navy costs during the 
fiscal year 1919 faced congress today 
Avhen the government's estimates were 
presented. 
The sum represents only 
the strictly military expenses that can 
he estimated so far in advance and is 
more than two and a half billion larger 
than similar appropriations made for 
the year 1917-1918. 
So far as the esti- 
mates show it provides only fur rais- 
ing and maintaining an army of 1,500,- 
000 men and carrying out naval and 
coast 
fortification 
increase 
projects 
already authorized. 


Over Six Billions for Army. 


The chief item in the budget is for 
the military establishment of the army, 
to cost $ 6 , 6 1 5 , 9 3 6 , a n 
increase of 
$1.365,907.609 over the total of a n n y 
appropriations made at the last ses- 
sion. 
The only means of determining 
the size of the army provided for is in 
the estimate of $1,003,933.676 for pay. 
This is $159,294,.t58 greater than ap- 
propriations obtained last season for 
the pay of 62,000 officers and 1,208,300 
enlisted men of the line and 389.000 en- 
listerd men of the various 
auxiliary 
corps.

Italians and Invaders Are 
Fighting Fierce Artil- 
lery Engagements. 


' With the French 
Armies in 
Italy, 
Sunday, Dec. 2.—(By the Associated 
Pi^ess.)—Gen. Diaz, chief of staff of 
the Italian a r m y today reviewed two 
new noted battalions of French troops 
which have arrived to take 
up 
the 
fight against the Invading forces of the 
central 
powers. 
The 
reviews 
took 
place close behind the 
front 
within 
hearing of the artillery battle and were 
singularly impressi%'e as 
the 
troops 
marched happily past the Italian and 
French generals to the tunes of 
the 
Royal Italian m a r c h and the Marseil- 
laise. 


Gen. Diaz addressed the troops brief- 
ly. congratulating 
the 
battalions 
on 
their i^a.st exploits and concluded: 


"I ha\'e known of your b?avery foi* a 
long time and I am convinced that you 
are going to furnish new proofs of it." 


Gen. Diaz was accompanied on his 
reviewing tour by Gen. Fayolle. com- 
mander of the French forces in Italy; 
Gen. Gondrecourt, chief of the French 
mission with the Italian supreme com- 
m a n d ; Gen. Duschne, commander of a 
PYench army, and by the division com- 
mander. 
So many French and British 
troops have come into Italy the novelty 
of their presence has worn off, although 
the sight of the regiments 
marching 
toward the front or to their canton- 
ments evokes 
the .same 
tremendous 
enthusiasm as when they first arrived. 
The French are busy with reorganiza- 
tion work, assisting the Italians to re- 
form their forces and giving them the 
benefit of their technical skill and ex- 
perience.

barrier, 
which is considered sufficient to hold 
the enemy. 


In the mountains to the north the 
Italians are along the southerly slopes, 
with the dividing summits held alter- 
nately by one side or the other as the 
action develops. 
This brought a 
fierce 
struggle today around Monte Partica 
for possession of one of its chief eleva- 
tions, called 
hill 1,549, held by 
the 
enemy. 
Italian forces executed a sur- 
pri.se movement early today and drove 
the enemy f r o m this position, but it 
was exposed immediately to a heavy 
concentration of the entire fire from 
surrounding elevations. 


The Italians fell back before this 
fire, then 
rallied 
and 
took 
the 
hill 
aga-in, but once more were forced back 
by the murderous concentration of bat- 
teries. 
The struggle went on contin- 
uously. up and down the slopes and 
the hill changed hands five times be- 
fore the enemy re-established the po- 
sition whence he was driven early in 
the day.

Washington. D. C., Nov. 29 —Men 
employed 
in building ships are 
ex- 
empted from military service. 
This is 


now announced officially. 


How does it work? 
What happens 
to exempt the man? 


These questions are answered in the 
new selective service rerulationa just 
issued by Provost Marshall Gieneral 
Crowder's office. 
The section devoted 
to this subject provides: 


That men employed in ahipbuildinr 
must be registered and classified under 
the new rules Just as other eligibles 
of draft age. 


That men employed under the gen- 
eral 
supervision 
of 
the 
Smergency 
Fleet corporation or the nary shall b« 
placed 
on 
a 
separate 
liat 
headed 
"emergency 
fleet." 


That the names of raen 00 «implorad 
shall be placed on this special Uat on 
request from the local superintendent 
of the emergency Fleet corporation or 
the 
commandment 
of 
tha nairr 
i n 
charge of the naval constrnctlon. 


That local exemption boarda shall 
be notified when the name of a rer* 
istrant has been placed on the emer- 
gency fleet list and shall mark th< 
name in red ink "B. F " 


That names so marked "shall b« n n 
garded as not available for miUtar^ 
service." 


Regulations provide that tba dl»< 
charge of any man working for th« 
Emergency Fleet corporation or tha 
na\"y shipyards shall at once termiiiat« 
the exemption and he shall be treated 
as other eligibles to the selective ser- 
vice army. 
If his 
name 
has 
bee« 
Veached and passed in the muster ha 
shall at once be called into service. 
A 
discharged man must stand discharged 
for a month, and if he is called to 
military service during that month h< 
cannot get back into the shipbuilding 
work. 


Shipbuilding authorities will checli 
up the list of emergency fleet workmen 
every month and furnish revised lists 
for the local exemption boards, so ex- 
emptions shall work only when the 
registrant is actually working on emer- 
gencj' fleet work. 


Men of draft age interested in get- 
ting into ship construction should en- 
ter their names to "The United States 
Public Service Reserve, Department oí 
Labor, 1217 I st, Washington, D. C."

3.—Con- 
scription of labor ¡s provided for in 
the regulations just, published for rais- 
ing the second draft army. 
Anybody 
who can build ships or do any other 
kind of mechanical labor needed for 
waging the war, if of draft age and 
registered, is to be called out of reg- 
ular order and set to work under mili- 
tary supervision and discipline. 


Section 149 of the selective service 
regulations makes provision for this 
laction. 
It is entitled "Induction into 
military service of technical and other 
experts 
and 
of 
registrants 
highly 
skilled in some special line of v/ork." 


"This means shipbuilders, 
carpen- 
ters, or any such artisans," explained 
Major Gullion ,of the provost marshal 
general's office. 


Every local board will have a full 
report on every man registered. 
An- 
swers made to the questionaire will be 
made the basis of selecting men need- 
ed for any line of work—carpenters, 
riveters, blacksmiths, joiners, electri- 
cians, mechanics, etc. 
The regulations 
provide that— 


"When there is need fbr the services 
of men expert or highly skilled in any 
special cla.ss of work, the a d j u t a n t gen- 
eral of the army shall make requisi- 
tion on the provost marshal general for 
the number of class of men 
needed 
Thereupon the provost marshal 
gen- 
eral shall call upon the governors of 
one or more of the several states for 
such number of the total required as 
will 
distribute 
the 
burden 
equally 
among the states as far as practicable. 
Thereupon the a d j u t a n t general of tho 
states shall c.all upon one or more lo- 
cal boards to examine the question - 
naires of registrants within their juris- 
diction. and prepare a list of registrants 
with the qualifications required, 
who 
stand in any of tlie just form classes." 


The boards are required also to ?et 
from each man of this class a specific 
statement as to whether or not he con- 
sents to be inducted into this kind of 
military service. 


In the subsequent orders, those who 
consent are to be taken first, and the 
non-consenting in the order of their 
class and draft number. 
A special or- 
der of the secretary of war is required 
to set this process in motid'n. 


The regulations finally provide that 
workmen so inducted into military ser- 
vice "shall be mobilized in the usual 
manner, and shall be sent to such 
place as may be specially directed by 
the provost marshal general. 


"As to where and how the men are to 
be used we have nothing to do," said 
Col. Gullion. 
"These are 
the 
pro- 
visions which will mobilize an indus- 
trial army. 
The men will become sol- 
diers, just like other soldiers, but in- 
stead of drillini? with guns they will 
get busy v/ith hammer and saw and 
plane. 
I presume that men for build- 
ing ships will be secured 
this 
way 
That is up to the secretary of war."

We do not know how much 
reason Louisville has to fear the alternative, 
but if common report be true there is great 
occasion for the clean-up. 


It Avas the promise to the country 
that 
moral conditions -in Louisville should be made 
a concordant part of fit moral environment 
for some forty thousand young anny sélec- 
tives taken suddenly from the influences and 
restraints of good homes and thrust into a 
manner of living that encourages an abuse of 
such freedom of personal conduct as the mili- 
tary camps permit. 
The history of all war 
camps and moving armies tells utî plainly 
enough Avhat kind of excesses arc nurtured 
and practiced. There is no reason to question 
that if Louisville lias failed to make the prom- 
ised reform of moral conditioiis, harm is com- 
ing to those A'oung men of iiu* ai'my A'.iio lack 
the moral stamina to take care of themselves. 


When the city of Lexington was denied the 
-har^-sought prize of the cantonment that Avas 
given to Louisville it A\as placed against her 
among other things that moral conditions in 
that community weix ni)t good. It seemed at 
the time to be something of an absurdity to 
suppose that little Lexington harbored condi- 
tions Avorse than might be found in Louisville 
and the absurdity has been confirmed. 
Red- 
lights and bo'oze have been found 
flourishing 
in Louis\àlle just as might have been expected, 
but also in a fashion that has had the look of 
strong entrenehment and the support of <îap- 
able influence. 
There is said ugav to be in 
progress an effort to mend these conditions. 
It is to be hoped this shall turn out to be 
Avholly true in every honest sense of a pur- 
pose to make the environments of the big 
army camp Avhat they should be and Avhat it 
was promised they should be. 


The people of America have given immense 
sums of money to finance the Avork of the 
Young 
Men's 
Christian 
association, 
the 
Young AVomen's (Christian association, the 
Knights of Columbus and other agencies that 
have undertaken to guard the 3'oung men of 
the armies from precisely the evil conditions 
that h^ve been found in and about Louisville. 
That community is jiot the onlj^ cantonment 
city in the country of Avhich. complaint has 
been made, but it is the one in Avhich the 
people of Indiana are deeply interested for 
great numbers of Indiana men are quartered 
there. 
The Avar department OAves neither 
Louisville nor any other city a special in- 
dulgence to taint and corrupt and prey upon 
the soldiers. 
There is an ample authority to 
ilestroy the vicious conditions that may pre- 
vail there or in any other seat of camp or 
cantonment. 
The camps may be removed or 
the cities may be made to suffer martial laAv. 


The training of America's vast armies of 
young men should not be converted into a, field 
day of intemperance and vices worse.. Those 
wolves, the men and 
those vampires, 
tlie 
women, and the Avhole brood of harpic.s, o n e 
kind and another, that batten on the boys of 
the camps ought to have short shrift and so 
should the city that tolerates 
encoiirages 
these to stay and ply their wicked business. 
It is heartless mockery for the government to 
tolerate this while it encourages the giviri^ of 
tnooey to the great moral' and 
spiritijal 
tigencieg to make life in the camps who.lejsomç 
ind to found some sort of assurancV that the 
'boys shall come back clean."' Tlèè^'Sovl&rn-i 


ment owes it in solemn duty and by its pledged 
word to make conditions to the highest pos- 
sible degree_gopd. 
The municipalities that 
are responsible for conditions should be made 
to assume and discharge their responsibilities 
or the war department should step in and 
administer government.

threat of this would be ample, we tjake it, to 
bring about the AAholesome enforcement of 
laAvs aii dthe maintenance of decent conditions 
by local authority.

At the moment the 
press of 
the 
countiy is generous and warmly en- 
thusiastic in its praise of the patriot- 
ism and high statesmanship of Sam- 
uel Gompers—and this praise has been 
just as un.stinted from papers which 
have ahvay.s critici.sed and frequently 
denounced him, a.^ from those which 
have always supported him. 


AVhile there is now this friendly feel- 
ing and an 
absence 
of 
threatening 
labor disturbances in the 
important 
industries connected with the winning 
of the war. it is well to call attention to 
some matters which 
may 
make^ it 
easier 
to 
understand 
the 
situation 
when in the future things are not so 
propitious as they are at the moment 
—we not having reached that state of 
society where ".solutions" for indus- 
trial problems have been found. 


If a big .strike should occur 
in a 
month froni now. In any of the .«hip- 
building plants, along the docks, in 
one of the munitions works or in any 
of the thousand or iiiore plants mak- 
ing .supplies for the army and navy, at 
once would be heard sneers. "So tlom- 
pers was only 
'four-flushing,' after 
all!" 
"If he is not a hypocrite and is 
the patriot he claims to be, why does 
he not call off those strikes?" 
They 
would even suggest that the president 
call on his friend "Sammy" Gompers. 
to "make good," and so forth and so 
forth. 


The general public does not appre- 
ciate the fact that Samuel Ciomper.s, 
as president of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, has not a vestige of 
authority to call a strike on or off. ex- 
cepting in the case of certain local 
unions which are not as yet of auffi- 
cient importance to have developed 
national organizations and which have 
nothing to do with war 
production. 
The 
American 
Federation of Labor 
itself cannot call a strike on or off, 
because it is made up of representa- 
tives from the 115 international craft 
organizations—international 
in 
this 
sense 
meaning 
the 
United 
States 
and 
Canada. 
In the case of the.«e 
crafts—those of 
the 
coal 
miners, 
street-car conductor-s, plunibers, pain- 
ters, molders machinists and so forth— 
each has an international 
organiza- 
tion of its own with its local union in 
every city. 
Each has its own constitu- 
tion and by-laws and each would re- 
sent any interference by the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor or Mr. Gom- 
pers in any of its internal affairs— 
and a strike is a purely internal matter. 


To hold Mr. Gompers 
responsible 
for a street-car tie-up in Cleveland," 
a smelter strike in Colorado or a car- 
penters' strike in Boston 
shipyards 
would be just as illogical as to hold 
President AVilson responsible for what 
is done by Governor Capper in Kan- 
sas,/Governor Lowden in Illinois or 
Governor 
AVhitman 
in 
New 
York. 
Each governor would resent the in- 
terference by the president. jU3t 
as 
the head of the United Mine Workers' 
organization would resent suggestions 
from the president of the American 
Federation of Labor. 
In fact, evei-y 
labor organization is intensely jealous 
of its prerogatives and there are no 
questions with which Mr. Gompers has 
to deal that are not more troublesome 
than those termed jurisdictional dis- 
putes among the organizations of thè 
A. F. of L. itself. 
His voice in the 
trade union hall Is always for council- 
iàtion and arbitration, although there 
have been times when the organizations 
themselves 
In 
particular 
Instances 
stood against arbitration—and 
while 
Mr. Gompers had done everything he 
could in the council to oppose 
that 
view, he has had to bear the onu£? of 
standing before 
the 
public 
cause 
against a union whose servant he is; 
for as president of the American Feder- 
ation of lAbor, he Is the servant of 
the 
115 International 
organizations, 
his salary being; paic out of the per 
«àpita tax that conids from all those 
union«. ^ . 


It 18 not to be Implied thttt Mr. 


influence, for he ha.s—but only 
he 
knows where he can best exercise that 
for the general good. 
AVhile on many 
large economic questions ^fr. Gompers 
is a leader, he is not a "boss" and 
when he leads, it is because, by the 
sheer weight of his intellect, lie con- 
vinces his people that he is right. 
If 
he fails and they do not accept hi.s 
views, he is a loyal .«ioldier and obeys 
their mandate. 
Some years aiio when 
the "free silver" craze was on. the 
American Federation of Labor declar- 
ed in favor of the "16 to 1 heresy" and 
althougli he personally was a "sound 
money" man, Mr. (iompers took the 
.stump and supported the position of 
the A. F. of L. as its president. 


That he is a loader of men can well 
be admitted wlien one con.sifl(<r.^ tliat 
he has been passed npon thirty-seven ? 
times by an annual convention made 
up of over five hundred delegate.s from 
every state in the T^nion and every in- 
dustrial center in each state—and yet 
the last five-times he has been elected 
practically wjthout opposition. 
There 
are congressmen who have been re- 
elected ten times—but that means only 
within a single congressional district, 
and then the election occurs every 
other year. 
There are I'nited States 
.senators who have been re-elected four 
times, but that ise only in one state 
and every six year.s—whereas Mr. Gom- 
pers has been re-elected, as stated, 
every year for thirty-.seven years with 
but one e.xception, and at a national 
convention—a recoid unparalleled. 


.Aluch has been said of the superior 
loj'alty of the trade unions in England 
in comparison with tho.se of our coun- 
try, as indicated by the smaller num- 
ber of strikes over there. 
This com- 
ment has been very general since the 
members of the p]ngll.sh commission 
have recently told use here how a 
truce had been made between capital 
and labor which had resulted in pre- 
venting all labor troubles in England. 
In the tlr.st place, that "trucc" proved 
in many instances to be only a "scrap 
of paper," if the recent reports of 
the Britisli industrial unrest commis- 
sion and the accounts of strikes in 
the English labor papers are to be 
believed. 
But even if there wore no 
labor troubles in England, there is 
no basis for comparison between the 
two countries, because 
the 
Engli.^h 
trade unions are so much more thor- 
oughly organized in the basic indus- 
tries concerned in war production than 
are those in this country. 
The steel 
industry, the metal trade, shipbuild- 
ing and munition industries in Eng- 
land are unionized, so thcit the ques- 
tion of dealing with non-union men, 
the most source of trouble, is not an 
issue there; whereas in this country, 
as is well known, the U. S. Steel and 
Bethlehem 
Steel 
corporations, 
the 
largest steel producers, have no rela- 
tions with the unions—and. furthor- 
moi'e, the metal trades, such as the 
machinists', 
molders', 
blacksmiths' 
and so forth, do not control so great 
a proportion of the industries in this 
country as they do in England. 


Another serious obstacle in dealing 
with the labor situation in this coun- 
try that does not appear in England 
is that of the enemy alien workman, 
as well as the "neutral" alien work- 
man who is pro-German. 
In some of 
our large industries, over 
fifty 
per 
cent, of the employes are of that char- 
acter, whereas England is practically 
homogeneous. 
During the war, there 
have been strikes 
in 
this 
country 
which, although they were vigorously 
opposed by all the union leaders, were 
forced by alien members clearly act- 
ing in the Interest of Germany but 


there is never at any one rime in this 
country more than a very small frac- 
tion of the wage earners on strike. The 
"scare head" statisticians make great 
capital out of it but the real statisti- 
cians have discovered that there ar« 
more days of labor lost on the Fourth 
of .Tuly and Christmas than through 
all the strikes in any given year. AVheu 
we consider the other regular holi- 
days that every wage earner takes—• 
New Year'.=, Thanksgiving. Labor day, 
Memorial day. AVashington's birthday 
etc.. to say notliing of the numeroui 
religious holidays, the actual losses in 
da.\s t»f labor through strikes are seec 
to be of comparatively minor import- 
ance. 


There is another apprehension thai 
strikes the .average business man when 
he reads of 
the 
socialists' and an- 
ari-hists' capture of Petrograd and re- 
calls that 
Moiris 
Hillqtiit 
receive<l 
1.50,000 votes at the recent election in 
New York. 
Ho fears that these revo- 
lutionary forces are going to s w e ^ 
thi^; c<»untry and destroy all of our 
jiroperty values, our government and 
our hope for future happiness. There 
is no use in worrying about 
Petro- 
grad; the socialists and the anarchists 
will kill one another off there before 
they Ret through. 
On the Hillquit 
vote, it is (luite easy to become over- 
alarmed: but when we subtract all the 
pncifists. Germans and Sinn Feiners 
who liave nothing to do with social- 
ism but who were only enamoured of 
Hillquit's 
German 
peace 
program, 
there is little left of that vote. 
Only 
last week, tlie New York Daily Call 
published 
the 
report 
of the 
refer- 
endum vote on filling the vacancy in 
the national executive committee of 
the 
socialist 
paity 
created 
by 
tha 
resignation of .lohn Sparo. 
Tliere was 
a spirited campaign 
waged 
by five 
candidates for the position. 
The en- 
tire vote cast for all five in the whoto 
United States totalled less than 14.000. 
Last year, a referendinn vote on the 
parly patform, after a three months' 
bitterly contested campaign in the so- 
cialist pre.ss and on the soap boxes, 
showed less tlian 20,000 members. So. 
de.spite their noisy boast of adding two 
or three hundred thousand 
men 
to 
their party, they have instead l^ost a 
third 
uf 
the 
few they 
had. 
The 
measure of socialism is its vote on its 
own internal affairs, for there 
only 
dues-paying 
members 
can 
register 
their will. 
The strength of the party 
cannot be measureti by a conglomerate 
mass vote of discordant elements pos- 
sessing 
notliing 
in common 
e.xcept 
their devotion to Junkerisni. 


Su. in reassuring our business man 
who is alarmed, we come back to Mr. 
Gompers, the American :^ederation of 
Labor and the great railway brother- 
hoods that have so strongly put their 
seal of condemnation on the Hillquits, 
the pacifists and the Iruns who make 
up the American "Bolsheviki." 
Or- 
ganized labor will take care of social- 
ism and anarchy, but others must take 
care of the pacifist and pro-German 
traitors. 


CAN TAKE NO CHANCES.

Jiany Verfectly harmless GermanSi 
are subjected to great inconvenience 
and perhaps loss In being obliged to 
move away from the water front and 
the vicinity of munition works. 
But 
there is no help for it. 
We did not 
take severe measures until we had been 
in the war nearly eight months, and we 
can not take further chances of the de- 
struction of property and the derail- 
ment of troop 
trains. 
Some of the

Labor of 200,000 Prison In- 
mates to Help United 
States Win War. 


(Spedal Dispat<di from our Waelilng- 
ton Bureau.) 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 4.—Plans 
for utilizing in war production work 
the labor of some 200,000 persons now 
in prisons. Jails and ref<jrmatorles are 
being worked out by the war bureau 
of the national committee on prisons 
and prison labor, in conjunctlon^wlth 
officials of the American Federation 
of Labor. 


Inmates of prisons now constitute 
the largest single unit of men not 
productively employed. 
It is hoped 
to make these men not merely self- 
sustaining but a positive war asset. 


In some coinmunities it is planned 
to develop great prison farms where 
the men may produce foodstuffs. 


Where prison labor cannot be used 
on farms, an attempt will be made 
to utilize it in other ways that will 
be of direct help. 


One plan is to use prison 
labor 
in connection with the reclaiming of 
the nation's junk, the importance of 
which has just been emphasized 
by 
the geological survey. 


This Involves a nation-wide organ- 
ization, for gathering our waste meals, 
papers and rags. 


Prisons and workhouses would be 
centers of delivery for all this salvaged 
material. 
It would be sorted 
and 
graded by the inmates. 
Inventories 
would be filed with the government, 
and the materials sent back into in- 
dustry as needed, upon authorization 
of federal bureaus. 


This system would enable the gov- 
ernment to keep check upon the vol- 
ume of reclaimed materials and 
to 
regulate the 
flow 
of 
sci-ap to 
the 
market. 
It would also furnish these 
Institutions, with new means of em- 
ployment and the new .sources of rev- 
enue which can be applied to tlie bene- 
fit of the prisoners.

food situation ni Norway has grown 
from bad to worse, especially 
since 
the American embargo was lmpo.sed. 
So long as the commercial 
relations 
could be maintained between Norway 
and the United States, the import of 
food was about big enough to meet 
the consumers' demand. 
Except 
for 
the steadily incr.easing prices of all 
articles of food everything could 
be 
bought from government stores 
two 
pounds at a time. 


As a matter of fact, the government 
and especially the foo.d minister had 
been too optimistic. When cablegrams 
from 
Washington 
slated 
that 
the 
American government was 
going to 
place an embargo on different articles 
the answer from the Norwegian gov- 
eroniAUt to the press, asking how this 
would effect Norway, was that it only 
meant that 
Norway should 
guaran- 
tee that nothing would be ra,-exported 
to Germany, and then Norway would 
get all it needed. 


At last, during the last two months 
it has dawned on the government that 
Uncle Sam means business and 
that 
Norway cannot expect special favors 
as a favorite friend. 


After the importation of grain and 
flour 
stopped the government 
estab- 
lished a grain monopoly taking charge 
of all grain imported and 
produced 
here. 
The farmers are not allowed to 
sell their crops to anyone but the gov- 
ernment and at a fixed price. 
The na- 
tion will be put on flour or bread ra- 
tions, every person, adult or child, be- 
ing 
allowed 
25 
pounds 
of 
bread 
monthly, or 16 pounds 
of 
unsifted 
flour. 
The people, however, are 
in- 
structed to mix potatoes in the bread 
dough. 
With this year's crop, and the 
imported grain in storage. Norway has 
enough flour till February or March. 
It is hoped here that the United State.'» 
will grant export licenses for some of 
the grain bought there by Norwegian 
Importers and the Norwegian govern- 
ment w^hich now Is j-eady 
for 
ship- 
ment. 


Norway Is dependent on Imported 
sugar as no sugar is produced here. 
The consumption of sugar is still un- 
limited. 
Capdy factories turn out as 
much candy as before and no sugar 
card Is In use here, as in Sweden.

Northern Italy, Sunday, D.ec. 2.—(By 
the Associated Press.)—Heavy firing 
has occurred on the northern line in 
the last twenty-four .hpurs, in differ- 
ent sectors around Monte Partica be- 
tween the-'Brentaand'Piave rivers and 
on Meletta range running.west of the 
Brenta. Bach of the opposing forces 
holds part'of these positions. 
The 


general condition along the entire 
Italian front has Improved distinctly 
in the last week. 
The defensive po- 


sitions on the northern line are now- 
considered as secure. as those along 
the Piave. 
This with the gathering 


strength 
of the 
Italian and allied 


forces have relieved the gravity of the 
situation. 
Northeastern Italy is now 


inclosed within a powerful barrier, 
which is considered sufficient to hold 
the enemy.. 


In the mountains to the north the 


Italians are all. ng the southerly slopes, 
with the dividing summits held alter- 
nately by one side or the other as the 
action develops. This brought a tierce 
struggle today around Monte Partica 
for possession of one of Its chief eleva- 
tions, called hill 1,549, held by the 
enemy. Italian forces executed a sur- 
prise movement early today and drove 
the enemy from this position, but it 
was exposed immediately to a heavy 
concentration of the entire fire from 
surrounding elevations.

tion on the provost marshal general for 
the number of class of men needed 
Thereupon the provost marshal gen- 
eral shall call upon the governors of 
one or more of the several states for 
such number of the total required as 
will 
distribute the burden equally 


among the states as far as practicable. 
Thereupon the adjutant general of the 
states shall call upon one or more lo- 
cal boards to examine the question- 
naires of registrants within their juris 
diction, and prepare a list of registrants 
with the qualifications* required, whi 
stand in any of the'just foi'm classes.1 


The boards are required also to set 


rom each man of this class a specific 
tatement as to whether or not he con- 
ents to be inducted into this kind o£ 
nilitary service. 
In the subsequent orders, those who 


:onsent are to be taken first, and the 
non-consenting in the order of their 
lass and draft number. A special or- 
der of the secretary of war ia required 
o set this process in motion. 


The regulations finally provide that 


workmen so inducted into military ser- 
vice "shall be mobilized in the usual 
manner, and shall be sent to such 
jlace as may be specially directed by 
the provost marshal general.

Entirely too low.on we&torn tvtink lines, 
tho commission held, owing mainly to 
the depression of tho Chicauo-St. Paul 
rate In competition with water carriers. 
The new rates, which may. bo filed 
shortly, would apply principally from 
Chicago, Peoria, 111.. St. Louis, Kan- 
sas City, Minneapolis, St. Paul, Duluth 
and Mississippi river crossings to va- 
rious western, destinations, 


Xo increase is proposed in present 


rates from Chicago and other west 
bank Mississippi river cities and the 
commission specifies the rates must not 
disturb tho present relatonships • in 
commodity rates from Kansas City and 
St. Louis. 


In explanation of the abnormally 


low rate heretofore prevailing on iron 
and steel products in this territory the 
commission's decision said: 


"If the difference between class rate 


levels in central freight association and 
western trunk line territories may ho 
taken as representative of transporta- 
tion conditions generally, the proposed 
rates are not relatively high."
